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The  Coinage  of  Russia

(Russian  coinage  features  a  variety  of  numismatic  treasures  that  in¬ 
trigue  thousands  of  collectors  worldwide.  In  this  special  article,  we  focus 
on  some  of  the  more  unusual  Russian  rarities.) 

It  was  in  the  year  1,000  that  the  princes  of  Kiev  began  imitating 
Byzantine  coins,  and  thereby  gave  Russian  coinage  its  official  start, 
these  beginnings  were  short-lived,  however.  For,  in  the  13th  century, 
Mongols  invaded  the  state  of  Kiev  and  all  native  coinage  ceased.  These 
early  Russian  coins  are  therefore  very  rare  today. 

For  the  next  200  years  of  Mongol  domination,  the  Russian  people 
struggled  to  be  free.  And  as  various  regions  slipped  out  from  under  con¬ 
trol,  coinage  resumed,  sometime  in  the  14th  century.  This  new  coinage 
consisted  of  small,  irregularly  shaped  silver  pieces  called  dengi.  Over 
time,  larger  denominations  were  struck  and  more  sophisticated  designs 
implemented.  Notable  among  these  later  pieces  was  the  silver  kopeka, 
which  equalled  two  dengi.  Made  by  hand  out  of  silver  wire,  this  uniquely 
Russian  coinage  is  called  wire  money,  and  was  continued  into  the  1 8th 
century.  Although  this  wire  money  is  difficult  to  locate  today,  it  remains 
both  affordable  and  extremely  interesting  in  its  reflection  of  types  and 
issuing  rulers. 


Silver  Kopeka 


It  was  under  the  rule  of  Peter  the  Great  (1689-1725),  that  Russian 
coinage  began  to  be  modernized.  Peter's  views  had  been  broadened  by 
travel  throughout  Western  Europe.  On  his  return  to  Russia,  he  establish¬ 
ed  a  decimal  system  under  which  the  ruble  equalled  100  kopeks.  Coins 
were  struck  with  a  screw  press  in  a  new  mint  in  St.  Petersburg,  now  Len¬ 
ingrad.  The  rubles  featured  a  bust  of  Peter  the  Great  on  the  obverse,  an 
imperial  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Half  and  quarter-rubles  were  struck  with 
the  same  design;  smaller  ten,  five,  and  three-kopek  silver  pieces 
featured  the  imperial  eagle,  but  with  the  coins’  value  on  the  obverse. 
Fractional  kopeks  were  struck  in  copper.  Along  with  gold  ducats  and 
double  ducats,  these  copper  and  silver  coins  comprised 
a  basic  monetary  system  that,  with  few  chanqes,  remained  in  effect 
until  1917. 

It  was  under  Peter  the  Great  that  another  uniquely  Russian  coin  was 
issued:  The  Beard  Token.  In  his  efforts  to  "Europeanize”  Russia,  Peter 
decreed  that  all  Russians  must  shave  their  long,  traditional  beards.  The 
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ensuing  uproar  forced  Peter  to  make  a  concession.  By  paying  a  large, 
yearly  beard  tax,  Russians  were  allowed  to  keep  their  beards.  Tokens 
were  issued  as  proof  of  having  paid  the  tax,  and  checkpoints  were 
established  to  check  for  violators.

Another  of  Peter  the  Great’s  innovations  was  plate  money.  After 
watching  Sweden  issue  copper  plate  money  to  compensate  for  the  silver 
shortage  and  bolster  the  price  of  copper,  Peter  adopted  the  practice.  The 
plates  were  heavy,  unweildy,  and  crudely  produced,  however,  and  after 
just  a  year,  the  experiment  was  called  off. 


Other  particularly  interesting  Russian  coins  are  the  large  copper 
pieces  issued  under  Catherine  the  Great  (1762-1796).  The  five-kopeks 
issued  from  1763  to  1796  feature  the  imperial  eagle  and  value  on  the 
obverse,  the  royal  monogram  and  date  on  the  reverse.  These  coins  are 
impressive  for  their  size  and  age,  yet  are  relatively  inexpensive  in  today’s 
market.  In  fact,  the  coinage  of  Catherine  the  Great  is  widely  considered 
the  high  point  of  Imperial  Russian  numismatics.  As  such,  many  collec¬ 
tors  choose  to  specialize  in  this  period. 


By  the  19th  century,  Russian  coinage  had  become  more 
sophisticated,  while  types  remained  relatively  unchanged.  Imperial 
eagles,  portraits  and  royal  monograms  were  still  in  vogue.  But  the  1917 
revolution  and  the  ouster  of  the  czars  by  the  Soviet  regime  changed  all 
that.  While  denominations  underwent  no  immediate  alteration,  design 
changes  illustrated  the  upheaval  of  civil  war  and  the  czar’s  overthrow. 
What’s  more,  most  private  collections  and  many  museum  collections 
were  split  up  or  confiscated.  Copper  coins  in  particular  were  lost  since 
those  collectors  who  did  manage  to  get  coins  out  of  the  country,  were 
most  interested  in  the  valuable  silver,  gold  and  platinum  specimens. 


When  Soviet  coinage  began  in  1921 ,  the  majority  of  issues  featured 
hammer-and-sickle  obverses,  value  and  date  reverses. 


Rouble 


Since  the  revolution,  the  Soviet  Union  has  issued  few  gold  or 
commemorative  coins.  One  exception  was  a  series  struck  in  1967  to 
commemorate  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  1917  revolution.  And  in 
1970,  a  ruble  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Lenin,  founder  of  the  Soviet  state.

Russia  has  always  had  a  very  strong  collector  base,  and 
numismatics  early  developed  into  an  exact  science.  One  peculiarity 
of  Russian  coinage  is  the  extent  to  which  officials  were  willing  to  ac¬ 
commodate  coin  collectors  among  the  nobihty.  They  went  so  far  as 
to  strike  nouodels,  which  means,  literally,  “newly  minted."  These 
were  government-sanctioned  issues  designed  to  either  imitate  a  rare 
coin  not  readily  available  to  collectors,  or  produce  a  coin  for  a  year  in 
which  none  was  officially  minted.  Most  —  although  not  all  — 
novodels  were  issued  to  fill  in  gaps  from  1770  to  1810. 


Two  examples  of  low  mintages  that  were  later  augmented  by 
novodels  are  half  and  five-kopek  pieces  from  1867.  Although  official 
mintage  figures  for  these  specimens  are  just  24  to  54  pieces  each, 
quite  a  few  are  currently  in  existence.  The  explanation  is  that  large 
numbers  of  these  coins  were  struck  at  a  government  mint,  using  the 
original  dies,  but  at  a  later  date.  Rather  than  being  cheap  imitations, 
many  novodels  are  actually  more  valuable  than  a  coin’s  original 
strike,  for  the  later  issues  tend  to  be  scarcer.  A  possible  parallel 
“novoder  in  U.S.  coinage  is  the  1804  Dollar.  Although  no  dollars 
were  officially  struck  in  1 804,  a  few  of  these  coins  indisputedly  exist. 
The  fact  that  these  1804  Dollars  display  characteristics  of  later 
coinage  has  led  many  experts  to  believe  they  were  actually  struck 
around  1834. 


Russian’s  current  monetary  system  remains  based  on  a  decimal 
system  under  which  one  rubel  equals  100  kopeks.  Collector  interest 
in  Russian  coins  is  very  strong,  particularly  for  the  pre-revolutionary 
czarist  issues.  A  recent  Olympic  commemorative  series  has  gen¬ 
erated  little  interest  among  collectors,  probably  because  of  con¬ 
troversy  over  the  games  and  America's  non-participation  in  them.  In 
general,  though,  Russian  coinage  has  experienced  one  of  the 
steadiest  growths  of  the  world  coin  market,  and  maintains  an  ex¬ 
tremely  strong  collector  base.

World  Coin 
Commentary

As  1981  draws  to  a  close,  world  coins  continue  to  show  increased 
signs  of  renewed  market  growth.  This  trend  is  primarily  due  to  the  large 
influx  of  world  coin  collector/investors  during  recent  months.  Many  of 
these  new  buyers  are  astute  investors  attracted  to  the  financial  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  the  world  coin  area.  At  the  same  time,  a  number  of 
sophisticated  G.S.  coin  collectors  are  turning  to  world  numismatics  as 
a  means  of  diversifying  their  coin  portfolios.  This  overall  interest  is 
clearly  a  positive  force  in  the  world  coin  marketplace. 


To  discuss  the  future  growth  of  this  collectible  area,  it  is  important 
to  consider  several  different  factors.  First,  an  active  international  col¬ 
lector  base  is  crucial.  This  provides  the  market  with  a  genuine  demand 
for  world  coins.  At  a  recent  local  European  show,  for  example.  Euro¬ 
pean  buyers  noticed  that  G.S.  dealers  were  buying  up  high-quality 
specimens.  They,  in  turn,  realized  these  coins  were  destined  for  export 
and  became  aggressive  buyers  themselves.  It  is  this  kind  of  buying  at¬ 
titude  that  drives  up  the  prices  of  world  coins. 

The  international  economic  climate  also  plays  a  major  role  in  the 
world  coin  market.  For  instance,  when  the  G.S.  dollar  is  strong, 
American  buyers  quickly  buy  world  coins  in  hopes  of  beating  out  their 
European  counterparts  before  foreign  currencies  catch  up  to  our  dollar 
value.  This  also  serves  as  a  catalyst  for  foreign  buyers  who  are  unwilling 
to  let  their  top  material  go  to  American  collectors. 


One  other  factor  in  the  market  is  the  prime  interest  rate.  When  this 
climbs,  dealers  who  purchase  coins  with  borrowed  money  tend  to  cur¬ 
tail  the  size  of  their  inventories.  Similarly,  when  the  prime  interest  rate 


escalates,  both  collectors  and  investors  often  adopt  a  "wait-and-see"  at¬ 
titude  before  making  major  additions  to  their  portfolios.  Leading 
market  analysts  from  around  the  world,  however,  have  predicted  that 
the  prime  interest  rate  will  be  at  a  favorable  level  of  14%  by  December 
of  1982.  If  this  proves  to  be  the  case,  buyers  will  continue  to  compete 
for  the  limited  supply  of  high-quality  world  coins.

Glossary  of  Russian  Numismatic  Terms 

Russian  numismatic  terms  used  in  the  pages  of  Hew  England  World 
Selections  are  defined  below.  For  an  overview  of  Russian  coinage, 
please  see  this  month 's  feature  article. 

Beard  Token.  Gnder  Peter  the  Great,  any  Russian  who  refused 
to  shave  his  beard  was  required  to  pay  a  "beard  tax.”  Beard  tokens 
were  issued  as  proof  of  having  paid  the  tax. 

Dengi.  Early  Russian  coinage  consisting  of  small,  irregularly 
shaped  silver  pieces. 

Kopeka.  A  silver  coin  equalling  two  dengi,  and  the  basis  for  the 
current  kopek. 

Novodel.  Meaning  “newly  minted,”  these  were  government- 
sanctioned  issues  designed  to  either  imitate  a  rare  coin  not  readily 
available  to  collectors,  or  produce  a  coin  for  a  year  in  which  none  was 
minted. 

Plate  Money.  Coins  of  copper  plate  issued  to  compensate  for  a 
silver  shortage  and  bolster  the  price  of  copper.  Plate  money  proved 
so  unweildy  that  the  idea  was  abandoned  after  one  year. 

Ruble.  As  established  by  Peter  the  Great,  the  ruble  equalled 
100  kopeks. 

Wire  Money.  Coins  made  by  hand  from  silver  wire,  these  ac¬ 
counted  for  most  Russian  coinage  until  Peter  the  Great  set  out  to 
modernize  Russia's  monetary  system  around  the  year,  1,600.
